KILLS HER SIX BABES 


Little Ones Thrown Into a Well, th» 


Mother Holding Their Heads 


Under Shallow Water. 


Spokane, Wash., Feb. 25.—Six child- 


ren were murdered by their crazed 
mother at Uniontown, Wash., Satur- 
day, 
the crime being unusual in the 


method employed. 


Mrs. 
Rosa Wurzer, a widow, threw 


her six children, two Iboys and four 
girls into a well thirty feet deep and 
with but two feet of water at the bot- 
tom. 
Then she jumped into'the well 


herself and 'held the little ones' heads 
under the water until all were drown- 
ed. 
Neighbors found Mrs. Wurzev in the 
well with her six murdered children, 
and putting a rope around her body, 
drew her out. 
She is violently in- 


sane and is restrained with difficulty. 


Mrs. Wurzer's husband died 
one 


year ago leaving her in destitute cir- 
cumstances. 
She has been support- 


ed by the county which allowed 'her 
$15 a month and _by the charity of her 
neighbors. 
Brooding over her cir- 


cumstances drove her crazy.^and she 
determined to kill her. children and 
herself, but the shallowness of the 
water in the well prevented her at- 
tempt to end her own life.

WOMEN STRUCK DOWN IN THE DARK; 


TERROR IN THE CITY OF DENVER 


Skulls Crushed by 
Unknown Assailant—Total of 


Thirteen Women Have Been Attacked 


by a Mysterious Man. 


Denver, Col., Feb. 25.—The unknown 


terror of Capitol Hil was at. 
work 


again last night, and today three wo- 
men with fractured skulls are near 
to death. 


Three crushing blows were struck 


from behind -in the dark and all are 
identical in character. 


The list of the victims now num- 


bers th'irteen and two are dead. 


The women hurt last night are Mrs. 


Mary Short colored, 40 years of age, 
2224 Washington avenue; 
attacked 


near Colfax avenue and 
Clarkson 


street, a few minutes before eight 
o'clock; now in the county hospital 
unconscious and about to die. 
Miss 


Emma Johnson, 25 years old, Swedish, 
servant in the home of Dr. F. E. Wax- 
ham, 1901 Colfax avenue; 
attacked 


near Logan Avenue Chapel; fractur- 
ed skull; will die. 


Mrs. TJnternahrer, who received in- 


juries less dangerous than those o£ 
the other women. 
In the last case 


an effort to give a tinge of attempted 
robbery was made. 


The earring 
was torn from the 


woman's left ear and the right ear had 
been cut with a knife. No attempt was 
made to take the valuables. 


Police detectives are as much at sea 


as ever on the -identity of the thug. 
The women assaulted last night can 
give no description. 
The peculiarity 


of the assaults is the fact'that out of 
thirteen victims, two of whom are 
dead and two more dying, none have 
been able to give the slightest infor- 
mation of the assailant. 


,The 
blow always descended on the 


same spot without warning. 
There 


is no description. 
No 
suspicious 


characters have been seen in the af- 
fected vicinity, and, although relief 
came in several instances with the 
screams of the falling women, nobody 
was observed in the neighborhood. 


After every case strong secret pa- 


trols were established by the police. 
During this survellance no assaults 
were committed. 
Always within two 


days after the withdrawal of the police 
in citizens' clothes the work wolud 
be renewed.

The pretext under which he was 
lured to the saloon was that he would 
there get an order for cigars.

went. 


He met Mariso, Antonio Sparcini, 


and Augustino Tarcbla, Sicilians, who 
tried to get him into a saloon fight. 


They failed, and then followed him 


into the alley with Batista. Here he 
was shot, each of the three men shoot- 
ing at him, as did a mysterious strang- 
er, known as the president, who is 
supposed to be at the head of the Si- 
cilian group that planned and accom- 
plished the murder. 


Mariso was shot in the mouth by Gi- 


ovanni. 


Battista, the informer, came from 


New York to get into the plot to kill 
the Neapolitan. Revenge for having 
testified against one of their number, 
hatred of Giovanni because he was 
mixed up in an unpleasant divorce 
suit, and retribution on account of Gi- 
ovanni's stabbing of Joseph Palimdo in 
1S98, are looked upon as probable mo- 
tives.

CHURCH SERVICES OVER THE 'PHONE 


Eighty Persons Worship That Way at fit. Pleasant, 


Hich , Shut In by Small Pox. 


•Mount Pleasant, Mich., Feb. 25.— 


Eighty members of the congregations 
of the various churches in this city at- 
tended service by telephone both Sun- 
day morning and evening, without 
leaving their homes. This novel ar- 
rangement was due to an almost gen- 
eral quarantine, because of smallpox, 
which has compelled the closing of 
schools and the prohibition of all pub- 
lie 'assemblies.

AVhile the recommendations of a

AN UNQUIET FOLK. 


VENEZUELA 
AGAIN INDULGES IN A 


REVOLUTION. 


It is a little odd that an American 


soldier of fortune should have been the 
first hero in China from the now world. 
The nuuals of the Taipiug rebellion, 
which mark the period of the first deal- 
ings of the United States with the Ce- 
lestial empire, recount the adventures 
of Frederick Ferdinand Ward, giving 
to his name the handle of "general." 
Ward was a Puritan by birth and 
blood and had been with the filibuster- 
er Walker on his ill fated Nicaragunn 
expeditious. 


Ward was in bis thirties when he 


lauded at Shanghai in 1800, a sailor 
before the mast. Ho had sailed along 
the Chinese coast until he knew the 
jargon w'bieb served as a means of 
communication between the natives 
and people speaking bis mother tongue. 
The rebels under the "Heavenly King" 
were established in Nankin, the an- 
cient capital of the empire. Ward told 
the Chinese ofKcials that with a band 
of white men be could lead native sol- 
diers against the rebels and retake 
their strongholds. 
Means were' given 


him, 
and with desperate men of all 


white nations picked up in the ports 
he began to invade the interior arid, it 
must be confessed, to get whipped. 
His experience with the yellow men 
who formed part of his contingent 
taught him that the Chinese would 
make the best fighters if led by white 
officers. 
The result was that he be- 


came a general of the imperial army 
and in a short time was at the head of 
10,000 troops. This was the real, ever 
victorious army associated with the 
uauio of "Chinese" Gordon. Ward cre- 
ated it, led it into battle and fell mor- 
tally wounded at the storming of a 
place near Ningpo, in the Yang-tse-Ki- 
aug valley.. After Ward came bis 
American lieutenant, a North Caroli- 
nian named Burguviuc; then "Chinese" 
Gordon, who. like Ward, so capably 
drilled and led the Celestials that for- 
eign military men have always since 
that time been in high favor in China. 
With sense enough to appreciate in a 
foemau that valor they esteem among 
the great virtues the Chinese have new 
cause to look up to the white LDUU from 
over the big sea. 


There have been many heroes in Chi- 


na of little episodes of gallantry, nota- 
bly the marines on the march to Tien- 
tsin aud iu the fighting there and with 
Captain Hiley's battery at the walls of 
Peking. But for stubborn fighting, in 
the American style the Ninth infantry 
at Tien-tsiu bears the palm. The gal- 
lant veteran, Colonel E. I-I. Liscuui, 
led bis men in against odds and against 
Fate, but there was no flinching, even 
after the horrible slaughter of one- 
fourth of the command. 


.fresh on the battleground, the Ninth 


(oinecl the column of Knglish aud Japa- 
nese mustered to storm the gate 
through the big wall of the city. The 
tvall, 12 feet high and 5 feet wide, was 
manned by a horde of Celestials with 
:annon in position. 
The moment thu 


allies got within range the Chinese 
opened their guns. 
Colonel Liscum 


was compelled to take his men to the 
position assigned them under a shell 
fire. No sooner had he formed the 
line under the embankment of a raised 
roadway than the Chinese opened upon 
it with rifles at 1,000 yards from the 
rover of a cluster of huts. This fire 
ivas 
enfilade, 
and 
Colonel 
Liscum 


ihauged front to face it. 


The huts where the Chinese took 


lodgment were of mud and well loop- 
lioled. Between the structures the ene- 
my had built barricades, so that the 
position was a long fortress, from 
ivhich the occupants could pour a ter- 
rible fire upon the Americans with but 
little exposure to themselves. 
Colonel 


Over 100 men of the Ninth had fallen 


in that rush across the ricelleld to the 
moat, and but about iiOO remained. The 
regiment was alone, having lost touch 
with the other troops. In front lay the 
impassable moat and the fortress man- 
ned by .iOOO Chinese which thu small 
baud of Americans could not hope to 
silence. U was a. crisis, aud the crisis 
found its hero in the person of Lieuten- 
ant L. B. Lawtou, adjutant of the 
Ninth. Law ton had been at San .Tuau 
Hill with Colonel Liscum, and. in the 
charge across the ricelield a Chinese 
bullet had left a mark upon his head. 
Skillfully covering the wound with hiB 
hat, the lieutenant kept his place in the 
trench with his men. After the L'all of 
Colonel Liscum the leadership devolv- 
ed upon Major Lee. and, seeing no hope 
of carrying the position in front with 
his thinned out command, ho selected 
Lawtoii to go back with a message to 
the British general asking for help. 


There was no way to reach thu gen- 


eral except back over the bloody rico 
field, which the Chinese still sw.jpt 
with a pitiless tire. When the fearless 
aid climbed out. of the trench and start- 
ed for the rear, the men thought Ire 
must be dazed and shouted warning.-} 
to call him to his senses. 
The Chi- 


nese marksmen took him for a target 
and got in their shots so well that the 
lieutenant began to speculate on where 
he would be hit. "I was not frighten- 
ed," said Lawton as he lay in thu hos- 
pital as a result of "his daring, "foi 
fright means loss of presence of mind, 
aud I'm sure I wasn't at all rattled, 
but the nervous tension was terrific. 
No man wants to court death. I didn't. 
But here is where the pride of duty, 
vanity or what yon will plays a part. 
It is not fearlessness, however, for the 
man who says he knows no fear in bat- 
tle is either a fool or a liar. 
I was 


afraid, but my pride and four years ol 
West Point training and seven years' 
active service 
iu the regular army 


would not let me hesitate. 


"We were in a bad place. It was my 


duty 10 get re-enforcements to help us 
out. It would never do to bo accused 
of cowardice. No man wants the finger 
of scorn pointed at him. 
I didn't. 


That is the whole idea of the so called 
fearlessness in a nutshell.- Pride im- 
pels you to go forward to what seems 
certain death even when a reluctance 
to give up your life in an apparently 
foolhardy undertaking makes you hes- 
itate. I went."

The malcontents have 
also gained successes in the west aud 
are closing in on Caracas. 


In Bermudez, by the way, are situat- 


ed the famous asphalt deposits about, 
which there is so much dispute among 
Americans.

Some parts of the country have 
never been thoroughly explored and re- 
main exactly as they wore 400 years 
ago. Naturally, as the country lies be- 
tween 1 and 12 degrees north of the 
equator, it is iu parts very hot, but the 
heat Is tempered by the mountainous 
nature of much of tho surface. 
Ca- 


racas, tlie capital, near the northern 
coast, has a climate that ranges be- 
tween 48 and .84 degrees F. 
It is a 


pleasant city and the pride of Venezu- 
ela.

LACE CLEANING. 


Plain Deicrlntloua of Several Prae- 


tlcul Procetmea. 


. Lace is now so profusely used that 
the woman who understands the art of 
•Its renovation is fortunate. 
Modern 


'Prise-ilia reveals some of the cleansing 
processes adapted to this delicate fab- 
ric, as follows: 


To wash lace successfully plenty of 


time and great cure are necessary. 
There are instances where hurried 
work is followed by success, bnt tlie 
chances are against it. A battenberg 
doily became soiled in the making, so 
the maker rubbed white soap on it, 
^thrust it in a basin of hot water and 
rubbed 
it vigorously between 
her 


hands until all trace of soil was gone. 
Sho then pulled it out into shape, 
placed it between two towels and roll- 
ed It up. When nearly dry, she ironed 
It, still 
between 
the 
towels, and, 


etrange to say, that doily showed no 
.bad results from its rough treatment. 


But such a cose is rare and Is also 


unfortunate, as it may lead to careless- 
ness ill accomplishing n work that 
should receive the most careful treat- 
went. Should all that is necessary to 
clean a piece of luce is to lay it be- 
tween two sheets of white or blue pa- 
per, first sprinkling it well with pow- 
dered magnesia. 
Then place it be- 


tween the leaves of a book and allow it 
•to remain for several days. When the 
magnesia is shaken out, the lace will 
be found to be very greatly improved. 
Jjace placed between sheets of blue pa- 
per, will keep white longer than when 
pliced between white paper or laid 
away In a box. 


When actual washing is necessary, 


•take a glass whoso body is as nearly 
cylindrical as possible. 
Half fill this 


,wlth sand or water to prevent the wa- 
ter when boiling from tossing the bot- 
tle about too violently in the kettle. 
"Very carefully wind the lace around 
this bottle and cover it with a layer of 
'cheesecloth or muslin. A still better 
Tvay is to baste ilie luce smoothly and 
exactly on a piece of cheesecloth, then 
wind it securely around the bottle and 
cover the whole with another layer of 
the cheesecloth. 


Into a granite saucepan put some 


cold water, a small piece of white soap 
and if the lace is very dirty a pinch of 
salt. Into this plunge the Inco wound 
bottle and let the water come to n boil. 
As the water gets dirty pour it off and 
replace with more cold water and soap. 
Continue this treatment until the boil- 
lug water 
remains perfectly clean. 


Then remove the bottle and plunge into 
a basin of clean, cold water and rinse 
thoroughly. Allow the lace to remain 
on the bottle until it is dry, then re- 
move it and separate from the cheese- 
cloth. 


When real lace h;is,become stained or 


greasy from wear, place it in a bath oC- 
pure olive oil arid allow it to remain 
for several hours or even a day or two. 
This gives to the lace the softness of 
texture it possessed when new. After 


tira bot'tlWuHi^roe-oed-'witb tlTe Boiling, 
as already described. 


When the lace is too large to wind 


around a bottle, baste it evenly and se- 
curely to a piece of cheesecloth, with 
small stitches in parallel lines across 
the surface of the lace. Baste another 
piece of cheesecloth over it and boil in 
a series of waters. ..After the rinsing, 
which must bo accomplished by press- 
ing and squeezing, but never by wring- 
ing, pin the cloth upon which the lace 
is basted smoothly to a sheet stretched 
in curtain frames or if this is impossi- 
ble to a sheet stretched and pinned 
over a carpet. 
Allow the lace to dry 


and then remove from the sheet find 
from the two layers of cheesecloth.

Mois- 
ten with melted butter or cream, add 
sufficient raw egg to hold the mixture 
together; then add one-half teaspoonful 
finely chopped parsley. Shape in small 
balls and poach in boiling water-or 
stock. Add to the soup when served.
